RUSSO-POLISH WAR, 


Warsaw, Aug. 27. 
A-communique-trom Eastern Galicia states that the Poles are 
porsuing the Bolsheviks. South of the Dniester they repulsed, 
yeaching the right bank: ‘The 
Poles captured an entire brigade of four thonaard in tha region of 
Horedenka. : 


Constantinople reports that Wrangel’s southern army has won 
& great victory north of Taurids Privinea, capturing anmerons pre 
sonsers and considerable booty, Wrangel reporta that he has 
captured Novorrosisk and Ekaterinodar, . 

Renter learns that a number.of Chinese, officials of the Russian 
army in Poland, are reported to have committed suicide. 

: . . London, Aug. 27. 

The Polish occupation of Ossowiec ix regarded as a proof of the 
absolute demoralisation of the Reds in the northern sector, It will 
be remémbered that during the war all the German attacks Yailed 
against these forts which are surrounded by morasses. . 

The extent of the Bolshevik defeat May be gauged from the fact 
that it is estimated that the Poles have captured two-thirds of the 
Bolshevik guns. . 

General Weygand, interviewed, said he hoped the Reds would not 
have sufficient forces to reattack Poland although there are immense 
resources in vast Russia. The situation at present ‘is reassuring for 
the Soviets have concentrated all their available manpower on an 
attempt to capture Warsaw. : 

‘ London, Aug. 26. 

White some eontinental correspondents are, featuring the pos- 
sibilities of the formation and equipping of a fresh Bolshevik army 
for a new offensive on Warsaw it ia clear this evening that neither 
the British nor French military authorities entertain such eventuality. 
It mast be remembered that the Polish captures exceed seventy 
thousand and a further sixty thousand have been disarmed in German 
territory, while the war material, including three hundred guns, of 
these forces has fallen into Polish hands. 

The weekly official military review declares that the Polish 
counter-offensive has been ocmpletely successful. The Red Armies 
are retreating in disorderly fashion from the Prussian frontier to the 
upper Bug. The Polish North-West Army has reached the line Mlawa- 
Prasnyse-Ostrolenka-Lomza, completely cutting off the Bolshevist 
Pourth Army between Warsaw and Thorn. Three divisions of this 
Army have surrendered with their divisional staffa and also the 
Fourth Army's ataif while two divisions and a cavalry corps are now 
surrounded eastward of the Vistula.’ Further Polish troops have 
arrived at Strasbourg and Soldap, fically closing the last loophole 
of escape of the Red right wing. The main Polish blow, under Pre 
sident Pilsudski's persona) direction, operating northwards between 
Ivangorod and Cholm, was a complete surprise. Here the Poles 
advanced seventy-five miles on a front of one hundred and twentr- 
Sve miles in four daya while, since the 20th, the advance has been 
even more rapid, making a total depth of advance-of over one hundred 
aod twenty miles in eight days. Southwards the Bolahevik attack 
upon Lemberg was frustrated, counter-attacks compelling the enemy 
to retreat northwards. The Soviet Army in E:hnographica) Poland 
comprised twenty-one divisions of which six are entirely destroyed, 
eight have lost fifty per cent. of their strength and the remaining 
seven have suffered heavily and are rapidly disintegrating.

The Soviet Government, replying to Mr. Balfonr’s pote, with 
ws the condition demanding that Poland establish a civic militia 
composed of workers, It says the Soviet Government is subordina. 
ting everything else to its paramount desire to secure the establish- 
ment of peace throughout the world. It agrees to. withdraw the 
condition of a civil militia in the terms to Poland and opines that the 
- Yeply thus meets with the wishes. of the British and Italian Govern- 


- ments. 


The reply is a long docament of a propagandist character, It 
@aseribes the Lucerne note as a piece of Propaganda directed against 
Bolshevist institutions and as an act of interference in Russian 
affairs which would justify corresponding Soviet action. The reply 
deseribes the proposal for a civil militia in Poland as a concession 
inasmuch aa it would be a supplamentary armed force to tha Polish 
Army of fifty-thousand men and it suggests that the attitude of the 
British Government is dictated by the view that the workers must by 
nxture be animated with the doctrine of Bolshevism. The reply 
continues: Although our interpretation of this point of our peace 
terms is thoroughly justified we are nevertheless willing to remove 
this, the only point of divergence, in order to establish a full ander- 
Manding regarding the terms of peace with Poland. The reply 
‘Geclares that the Soviet never considered their terms as an pitimatum 
and had always been willing to discuss them with Poland with wham 
they alone were treating for peace. Therefore any understandings 
which may be given hereanent will be given to Poland alone. In 
view of the Russians’ earnest desire to attain important resus for 
the world’s welfare and peace arising from peace with Britain the 
Soviet is willing to inform the British Government that the Russian 
Government is resolved to make a concession on this Point and does 
rot insist on the clause referring to the arming of a workers’ civic 
miliia in Poland, thus securing full agreement with Britain. - The 
Temainder of the reply ix a defence of the Soviet against the charge of 
being an oligarchy." The reply declares that all States which 
have a form of government different from the Soviet are the troe 
oligarchies. :
